Chairman How- 
ell was accompanied by the full com- 
mission with his conference with the 
chief executive this afternoon. 

President Roosevelt, who it was 
said, has approved the broad recom- 
mendations of the special air board, 
will transmit the report to the house 
and senate in a special message. Al- 
though the act of congress under which 
the commission was created gives the 
body until February 1 to file a report 
its work has been advanced to com- 
pletion well ahead of the time limit. 
Expectations are that the report will 
be placed in the hands of congress by 
Wednesday or Thursday of next week. 

While keen interest is manifest in 
the contents of the report members of 
the commission have declined to com- 
ment on the various speculative re- 
ports that have been printed on the 
possibility of a new permanent com- 
mission being created to administer 
civil aeronautical affairs. The board’s 
recommendations are being guarded 
with the closest secrecy. 

Appointed by President Roosevelt 
last June, the board has conducted one 
of the most comprehensive surveys 
ever undertaken in field of aeronau- 
tics, covering both civil and military 
aviation. After preliminary sttylies of 
air problems in the United States at 
home and abroad the commission start- 
ed formal hearings September 24. 
More than 200 witnesses appeared in

50,000 Georgians Off Dole, 
Earning Bread on U. S. Works 


By GLENN RAMSEY. 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 
Months ahead of President Roose- 

velt's self-respecting work relief pro- 
gram to supplant the dole, Georgia to- 
day has 50,000 able-bodied men earn- 
ing their bread on millions of dollars 
in government projects. 

Last March, in anticipation of the 
president’s move away from direct sup- 
port of the unemployed, Miss Gay B. 
Shepperson, Georgia emergency relief 
administrator, began to shift men to 
jobs of usefalness. 

The program of construction, which 
includes work on the levee at Au- 
gusta, one of the largest flood control 
projects in the southeast, is meeting 
critical standards for relief labor on 
building for immediate usefulness and 
permanent value. From 300 to 1,200 
men have been employed for months 
on the levee project. 

On April 1, last, experienced per- 
sonnel was ready to provide work 
with only budgetary requirements to 
be met. 

Beginning with 15,000 persons 
weekly, the number of persons who re- 
ceived work under the relief adminis- 
tration during the last nine months 
of 1934 grew each month. 

In August—a trying month in the 
agricultural states, the number of em- 
ployed on general and construction ac- 
tivities was approximately 34,000 each 
week and in December the number 
reach 65,500 weekly. 

Those on the rolls are permitted to 
work only the amount of their relief 
budget, which means the number 
working any month exceeds the aver- 
age weekly figure. 

Approximately $4,000,000 was spent 
for labor on construction jobs on 
public property. 

Projects of this type included work 
on public buildings, hospitals, roads 
and streets, municipal and county 
buildings, flood control, recreation 
grounds, sewers, airports and a fish 
hatchery. 

Recreation activity included a swim- 
ming pool and clubhouse at Athens, 
bringing to that town of approxi- 
mately 20,000 inhabitants its only fa- 
cility of the kind. 


’ 


Another of the activities, classified 
as “socially useful projects, which has 
given many men work, is the archaeol- 
ogy project at Macon. Here several 
hundred relief workers have been en- 
gaged in removing, under competent 
supervision, the dirt from ancient In- 
dian mounds, 

Twenty-six airports have been con- 
structed in Georgia by relief forces 
during the last 18 months. 

Within the same period of time, the 
government under CWA and ERA, 
spent more than $3,000,000 in repairs, 
additions and construction of public 
buildings and playgrounds. 

During a like period over $5,000,000 
was spent in improving and enlarging 
state health facilities and on drainage 
and sanitation projects looking to im- 
proved health of all citizens. 

Much attention is scheduled this 
winter to rural housing. Only about 

10,000, however, has been approved 
for this project.. The state relief ad- 
ministration says repairs are needed 
by Georgia’s farm homes, on which 
little money has been spent in the last 
20 years.

“sundries,” or “extra edible parts, 
no matter what one calls them— 
liver, heart, tongue, and 
sweetbreads are meats which will de- 
light your families. Include one of 
the sundries in your menus weekly, 
and you'll receive a vote of thanks 
for the welcome variations. 

Sundries are high in food value and 
for the most part low in price. The 
liver and kidneys are rich sources 
of iron. As you know, we must in- 
elude iron in the diet as a prevention 
for anemia, as well as a cure. Vita- 
mins A and B are found in abun- 
dance in such glandular tissues as 
the liver, sweetbreads and kidneys. In 
fact, liver contains some of all the 
vitamins except Vitamin C 

Don’t Ignore These! 

Many of the sundries, even though 
they are high in food value and low 
in price, are ignored by the house- 
wife. Heart, for instance, ranks next 
to liver in the amount of iron it con- 
tains and is an “economy” cut because 
women have passed it by so often. 
Im wondering if the reason you don't 
prepare the sundries is because you 
don't know how. If that’s the reason 
here is a field in which you may ad- 
venture and here are the recipes for 
your experimenting with sundries, 

Liver Patties. 

1 1-2 pounds liver 

2 cups cracker crumbs 

1-4 cup minced onion 

1-4 teaspoon pepper 

4 tablespoons bacon drippings 

1-8 teaspoon marjoram 

1 teaspoon salt 

Parboil liver and put through meat 
chopper. Mix thoroughly with other 


ingredients, adding enough liquid in 
which liver was cooked to moisten. | 


Shape into patties. Wrap with strips 
of bacon, fasten with a _ toothpick. 
Fry in bacon drippings or lard. 
Stuffed Heart en Casserole

cup dried bread crumbs 
tablespoon shortening 
sliced onion, minced 
teaspoon sugar

After the heart has been soaked in 
cold water for an hour parboil it for 
20 minutes. Fill with a dressing made 
with the other ingredients, and tie 
securely. Place in a covered casserole. 
Mix the following ingredients and 
pour over the heart: 
1 cup canned tomatoes 
1 slice onion, minced 
1-2 teaspoon salt 
1-2 teaspoon paprika 
1-2 cup celery, diced 
1 tablespoon butter 
Dot with butter and bake in a mod- 
erate oven for three hours. Add more 
water as the liquid cooks away. 
Thicken sauce with flour and water 
mixed to a smooth paste. 
Calf's Brains—Sweetbread Style. 
Here is a way of preparing calf's 
brains which makes a delicious lunch- 
eon dish for a party. . 
2 calves’ brains 
2 tablespoons canned mushrooms 
2 tablespoons shortening 


Pepper — a 
Rinse the brains, drop in —＋ 
salted water to which a teaspoon 0 
lemon juice has been added, and cook 
for 15 minutes. Then drop instantly 
in ice water and leave until cold. 
Make a sauce of flour, butter and 
milk. Remove skin and membranes 
from brains when cold, cut in small 
pieces and cook 15 minutes. To the 
white sauce add the chopped mush- 
rooms and walnuts, salt, pepper and 
onion juice and cook five minutes 
longer. Remove from fire and stir in 
cream. Turn into patty cases or on 
triangles of toast and garnish with 
watercress. Serve at once, 

Uses for Tongue. 

Tongue, either fresh, corned, 
smoked, or pigkled, offers great re- 
sources for new and different dishes. 
It may be cooked in many different 
ways—fried, baked, or braised, but 
however it is served, it must first 
be prepared by cooking in water. 

Wash the tongue in cold water, cov- 
er with hot water and cook slowly 
until it is tender. Remove the skin. 
This comes off most easily when it is 


easily, the tongue is not done, so re- 
turn it to the water and cook it more. 
It may be served either hot or cold 
or prepared in various combinations 
for serving. 

Baked Tongue With Italian Sauce. 

1 ealf or beef tongue 

1 clove garlic 

2 chopped onions 

1 green pepper 

2 tablespoons lard 

1 cup tomatoes 

1 teaspoon tarragon vinegar 

Paprika 

Salt and pepper 

Cut tongue into slices and lay over- 
lapping each other in a baking dish. 
Fry the garlic, onions and green pep- 
per in hot fat, then add tomatoes and 
season with salt, pepper; paprika and 
tarragon vinegar. Pour this over the 
tongue and bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees Fahrenheit) until . the 
tongue is thoroughly heated. Serve 
with rice.

THE COTTON PLAN 
The international agreement for 
the stabilization of cotton exports 


and prices proposed in the plan ad- 


vanced by the national administra- 
tion contemplates a sound and per- 


-manent solution of the problems 


confronting the south's chief prod- 
uct and the country’s largest ex- 
port commodity, but the collapse 


“of efforts in the past to reach such 


agreements between wheat-produc- 
ing nations gives but little encour- 
agement that a similar agreement 
“may be successfully consummated 
between the cotton-producing na- 
tions, 4 

The wheat agreement sought to 
stabilize prices by control of sur- 
pluses, but the several negotiations 
held resulted in failure because of 
Ahe refusal of Argentina, one of 
“the largest wheat-producing coun- 
tries, to accept the quota assigned 
to it. Even had the agreement 
been signed by all the nations in- 
volved, there would have been no 
assurance that the plan would have 
worked succcssfully. 

While the prospect of success for 
an agreement limited solely to the 
amount of acreage planted in cotton 
each year in the various nations 
are, at least, slim, there would be 
far better chance for agreements 
based on reciprocal trade with pro- 
visions for cotton a@¥exge control. 

There is no reason why, and it 
is probable the administration has 
this in mind, the United States in 
entering into such treaties cannot 
specify only the amount of com- 
modities to be traded in between 
the contract countries, but in addi- 
tion in the case of cotton-produc- 
ing nations, how much of the 
staple they shall raise. 

It is pointed out that the agree- 


ment plan is still nebulous and that 
it will be developed as its consid- 


eration advances from stage to 
stage. 

In this open-minded. attitude of 
the administration lies the greatest 
promise of successful achievement 
of the objectives sought—increased 
exports of American cotton and the 
prevention of increased production 
elsewhere, with the certain col 
lapse of prices that would follow. 

Cotton has never faced a more 
serious crisis than the one that 
must now be solved. The reduced 
American production, and the 
higher prices that have come, have 
decreased exports, and yet there is 
still a huge surplus in existence. 


Phere is no danger of a shortace 


‘in American cotton, even with a 


record low crop this year, but the 
higher prices necessary for the 
prosperity of the American grower 
have automatically cut exports and 
boosted foreign production. 

It is a problem that must de 
considered from all of its many dif- 
ficult angles, and the most hope- 
ful sien is not in the details of the 
plan suggested at the White House 
conference, but in the fact that 


the administration is giving intense 


study to the problem of what to 
do for the cotton growers and ex- 
porters of the country. 


A MERITORIOUS BILL

The action of the charter revision 
of city council in recommending 
the reduction of the present 39- 
member councif and aldermanic 
board to a single body of 15 mem- 
bers, again puts it squarely up to 
council to take steps to put into 
effect a reform the people have 
overwhelmingly approved at the 
polls. 

No government can be effi- 
ciently run—as can no business or 
association—that has 39 bosses in 
its directorate, which is what the 
general council of a municipal gov- 
ernment amounts to. 

It has been clearly and painfully 
demonstrated in the past that a suf- 
ficient number of Atlanta’s 39 coun- 
cilmen and aldermen are willing to 
put selfish, political consideration 
ahead of the good of the city in 
their attitude toward policies and 
problems affecting the community 
as a whole. 

A smaller council membership 
will assure the election of better 
men, the reduction to a minimum 
of political influence in the con- 
duct of the public business, and the 
introduction of greater efficiency 
and economy.

of 365 days packed with the restless 
t of news in which every hour 
t its own dramatic, comic or 
even tragic incident, some luminous 
points appear in retrospect as perhaps 
worthy of chronicling.

Innocent 
little discs of pure white they seemed 
from on high, but charged with poten- 
tial death just the same. My faithful 
spyglass had been temporarily confis- 
cated before that trip started and ev- 
ery passenger had been strip to be 
examined for trick cameras. However, 
my eyes are quite good, even if 1 
say it myself, 

When I read in the public print a 
few days later that the Italian forces 
on the Brenner amounted to but 50,-

He goes on to say, this highly 
intelligent youth, that if, as I insist, 
there is no absorption through the 
skin, then if one doesn’t swallow any 
tobacco juice there should be no ab- 
sorption through the mucous mem- 
brane of the mouth... .

Smoking has brought on duodenal 
ulcer complex in a great many cases, 
that is, all the symptoms that are 
ordinary present when there is an 
ulcer or ulcers in the stomach or duo- 
denum. 

Smoking is notorious as a cause of 
hyperchlorhydria, secretion of an ex- 
cessively acid gastric juice, heartburn, 
waterbrash, or what the dumb ones 
call just “sour stomach” or dyspe p- 
sia. 

The attempt to tell the great moron 
population that smoking is the thing 
to bring relief whenever you happen 
to feel tired, exhausted, weary, wor- 
ried or anxious about anything, is go- 
ing to do a lot of harm to the race. 
There are already far too many nuero- 
tics cumbering the earth. That's al- 
most as vicious as teaching the un- 
wary public that a dose of aspirin or 
bromoseltzer is quick relief for such 
sensations. 

It matters little whether the smoker 
inhales or not, so far as the injurious 
effects of tobacco are concerned. In. 
haling merely exposes a larger area 
of mucous membrane to the smoke, so 
that the effect will be produced more 
quickly. Nor does it matter whether 
the tobacco chewer swalldws the to- 
bacco juice or absorbs it through the 
mouth. Anyone who has ever taken 
a tablet of nitroglycerin (glyceryl

You can ascertain rather definitely that Mr. Ickes did not have 
his undercover man, Mr. Glavis, tap the telephone wire of a fellow 
cabinet officer, Postmaster-General Farley. Nor did Mrs. Roosevelt 
become aroused at any snooping by the same Ickes agent around 
the Reedville homesteading project. 15 
The first lady did not inspire the presidential secretary, Louis 
Howe, to tell Mr. Ickes that he would have to get rid of his right- 
hand man, Mr. Burlew, as well as Mr. Glavis.

He had no suspicion that 
his own office or hotel home wire was tapped. Yet, certain cir- 
cumstantial evidence in addition to the clicking indicated+that a 
third party keeps record of some calls coming into the interior 
department, PWA, oil administration and all the other little king- 
doms which Mr. Ickes rules. Murmurings on the same subject have 
been heard from Postmaster-General Farley’s lieutenants, who say 
they have had similar experiences. 

It may be that they are overly suspicious where Messrs. Ickes 
and Glavis are concerned, but that is beside the point. 


SPARKS Through all this smoke you may discern the spark of 

undeniable truth that all Washington has great respect 

for the modest little gay-pay-oo established by Mr. Glavis. He has 

only about 150 regular employes, but borrowings from the justice 

department and other bureaus keep it generally around 300. The 

erroneous reports are high tribute to the efficiency of his organi- 
zation. But that is not the biggest spark.

So the least you can say of overworked Mr. Ickes is that he 
has established a new high for denials, when he can deny investi- 
gating the pet project of a member of the president’s family and 
tapping the wire of a cabinet officer. The only thing left to deny 
now is that he investigated the past of President Roosevelt himself. 


W RELIEF TROUBLE Mr. Roosevelt’s new work relief program 


is heading up into heavy trouble. Inner 
stirrings already are noticeable among building contractors and 
laborites. 

The contractors have an idea that Mr. Roosevelt’s plan will put 
them out of business because he wants the work done by the gov- 
ernment as much as possible. They have been exerting pressure 
at the White House. 

The labor boys are fuming about the proposal to keep govern- 
ment wages down below private wages. They regard this as an 
attack on wage scales generally and they appear to have some sup- 
port inside the New Deal. Houser Moffett said recently the 1926 
wage scale is the desirable goal. A recent release from his office, 
although carefully worded, also tended to knock down the idea that 
building costs are too high. | 

This wage matter will be one of the biggest inner issues before 
the forthcoming A. F. of L., executive council meeting. 


PRESSURE The building trades union labor situation is not 
being helped by the civil war now raging inside it. 
Deputy NRA Administrator Berry will not confirm or deny it, 
but he has notified the two warring factions of the A. F. of L. 
building trades department that he will resign unless they com- 
pose their differences. He is a big union man himself (head of 
the pressmen) and is fast getting around to the view that he is 
wasting his building trades code efforts as long as the building 
trades’ warriors continue to fight among themselves. Peace is ex- 
pected shortly, for that reason or others. 


BIDDLES Chairman Biddle, of the national labor relations board, 
once regaled an English lord at breakfast with that 
famed Philadelphia dish called scrapple. The lord liked it, but 
must have been confused about the name of it, for he later granted 
a public Interview in which he said: 
“I dined with some splendid people named Scrapple who gave 
me Biddles for breakfast.“

When people begin to discuss birth control, they frequently end by 
discussing religion. Many of them think birth control contrary to the 
laws of God. , 

What is the law? Our God is a God of reason. In the book that 
is called His word, there is a passage beginning: Come now and let us 
reason together.“ 

If reason suggests one law for a thinly populated agricultural region, 
it would suggest another and quite different law for a crowded indus- 
trial section where thousands are jobless and hungry. 

Since the plan of nature is one of endless change and developmcnt, 
no fixed rule could direct every detail of man’s behavior. Each change 
brings new problems requiring new decisions. 

There is, of course, the law of nature, which is God’s law. And it 
may be argued that natural law requires the birth of unwanted and 
doomed children, without artificial hindrance. It would also, of course, 
require that a broken arm be permitted to heal as best it can without 
the meddling of a surgeon. 

But reason is just as natural as flesh and bone. It is part of normal 
man’s natural equipment—the highest and noblest attribute given to him 
by his Creator. ; 

Why was reason given to man? Obviously for his guidance, for 
use. And the fact of the gift implies that man is obligated to make his 
own reasonable rules in the absence of any other. 

If reason is a gift of God, and was given to be used, then it is clear 
that man is obeying God’s will when he accepts the guidance of reason 
and disobeying when he refuses such guidance. . 

To be unreasonable is to offend against reason and the God who 
gave us reason. : 

Is it then reasonable to fill the land with children who will have little 
chance to survive and even less to live normal and happy lives? 

If such injustice and cruelty offend man’s reason, can they be less 


offensive to the God who created reason? :

The current private frivolities or 
past follies of the witness may have 
no bearing on the evidence in the case 
at hand but his life becomes an open 
book once the private detectives of 
counsel for the defense start question- 
ing his neighbors and fellow-workmen, 
including, of course, his enemies. Tak- 
ing the stand, then, to give evidence 
as a witness, he soon finds himself 
the victim of sheer gossip, malice, or 
old scandal. So it is well known to 
those who know-anything at all about 
the courts that lawyers, by the use of 
this weapon, intimidate as many wit- 
nesses into opportune disappearance or 
forgetfulness as racketeers threatening 
to run over their children with auto- 
mobiles on their way to school.

And then, even if the state 
has placed-Bruno Hauptmann in the 
baby’s bedroom on the night in ques- 
tion it will still be possible to argue 
that he only went there to ask direc- 
tions and killed in self-defense when 
the child made a savage attack on 
him with his rattle.

Guarding against any challenge of 
the body’s identification, the state 
later used the matron of a Hope- 
well orphanage to bring out that no 
child was missing from the institu- 
tion at the time the baby was stolen. 

Disagreement among defense coun- 
sel on the proper strategy in attack- 
ing the state's testimony sent one of 
Hauptmann’s attorneys out to an ante- 

Differences of opinion among the at- 

torneys have been evident for several 
days, the New Jersey lawyers seeking 
to interpose more obstructions to state 
evidence than Edward J. Reilly, chief 
counsel from Brooklyn, deemed advis- 
able. 
When Reilly announced, after a 
morning of cross-examination which 
indicated the defense would contest 
the identity of the body found on 
Mount Rose Hill, that he would not 
question it was Colonel Charles A. 
Lindbergh's child, C. Lloyd Fisher. 
Flemington associate, arose and stalk- 
ed out to the courthouse library.

Define Objects. 

In cross-examination Seery said the 
first ransom note turned up about 
April 4 or 5, 1982, at the East River 
Savings bank, 96th street and Amster- 
dam avenue. Other bills, he testified, 
turned up in Albany, Utica, Troy and 
near Chicago. 

A $20 ransom note was discovered 
September 8, 1934. and was traced to 
a Bronx shoe store, Seery testified 
in redirect examination. 

After Hauptmann’s arrest, the agent 
said, Hauptmann had told him he 
bought shoes for his wife at the shop. 
The shoes were offered in evidence 
and accepted over the defense ob- 
jections. 

“I know,” Justice Trenchard said 
as Fisher argued the shoes could “add 
no force“ to the state's case. “But 
even slight circumstances are eviden- 
tiel in a case of this sort and such a 
casc is usually permitted to be built 
up by a series of anything that coun- 
se! may submit.” 

When Seery started to tell how the 
police and federal agents found a $20 
ransom note on Hauptmann the morn- 
ing he was arrested, Pope objected 
aud argued the point at some length. 
Justice Trenchard ruled th. testimony 
was admissible. 

Story of Collection. 

Seery said Hauptmann at first told 
them he had heen collecting gold cer- 
tificates over a period of years because 
he feared inflation, and that the money 
seized was part of this collection. 

Six $20 gold coins were found in 
Hauptmann’s home, Seery said, but 
no gold certificates. Wilentz offered 
the coins in evidence, but an objection 
was raised and the attorney-general 
withdrew them. 

Hauptmann told his captors, Seery 
said, that he had no more gold cer- 
tificates. He then listed the recovered 
ransom money. 

Mrs. Elmira Dormer, custodian at 
St. Michael’s orphanage, about half 
a mile from the spot where the Lind- 
bergh baby's body was found, called 
next as a witness, testified no chil- 
dren were missing at the time of the 
Lindbergh baby’s death. 

“IT will say now,” said Reilly, “that 
there has never been any claim but 
this: That this was Colonel Lind- 
bergh's child that was found there.” 

Arrest Described. 

Sisk was the next witness. He de- 
scribed Hauptmann's artest, the visit 
to his home and the finding of the 
$120 in gold coins locked in a metal 
box. Then the house was searched. 

Hauptmann sat in a chair near a 
window. Sisk noticed he got up sev- 
eral times and looked out the window. 
From where he stood, Sisk said, he 
could see the garage, about 50 feet 
away. 

Sisk wondered at this, he said, and |

COMMITTEE READY 
TO ASSIST. 

All of those who participated in 

this potable task of planning this ma- 

islative proposal are ready 
and willing, at any time, to consult 
with and assist in any way the ap- 
propriate congressional committees 
and members, with respect to detail- 
ed aspects. 

It is my best judgment that this 
legislation should be brought for- 
ward with a minimum of delay. Fed- 
eral action is necessary to and con- 
ditioned upon the actions of states. 
Forty-four legislatures are meeting 
or will meet soon. In order that the 
necessary state action may be taken 

mptly it is important that the 
ederal government proceed speedily. 

The detailed report of the commit- 
ee sets forth a series of proposals 
that will appeal to the sound sense 
of the American people. It has not 
attempted the impossible nor has it 
failed tu exercise sound caution and 
consideration of all of the factors 

concerned; the national credit, the 
rights and responsibilities of states, 
the capacity of industf to assume 
financial responsibilities and the 

amental necessity of proceeding 
in a manner that will merit the en- 
thusiastic support of citizens of all 
sorts. 

It is overwhelmingly important to 
avoid any danger of permanently dis- 
crediting the sound and necessary 
policy of federal legislation for eco- 
nomic security by attempting to ap- 
ply it on too ambitious a scale before 
actual experience has provided guid- 
ance for the permanently safe direc- 
tion of such efforts. 

SOUND IDEA, 
SOUND IDEAL. 

The place of such a fundamental 
in our future civilization is too pre- 
cious to be jeopardized now by ex- 
travagant action. It is a sound idea 
—4 sound ideal. Most of the other 
advanced countries of the world have 
already adopted it, and their expe- 
rience affords the knowledge that 
social insurance can be made a sound 
and workable project. 

The principles should be observed 
in legisiation on this subject. In the 
first — the system adopted, ex- 
cept for the money necessary to in- 
itiate it, should be self-sustaining in 
the sense that funds for the payment 
of insurance benefits should not come 
from the proceeds of general taza- 
tion. Second, excepting in old-age in- 
surance, actual management should 
be left to the states subject to stand- 
ards established by the federal gov- 
ernment. Third, sound financial 
management of the funds and the re- 
serves, and protection of the credit 
structure of the nation should be as- 
sured by retaining federal control 
over all funds through trustees in 
the treasury of the United States. 
FOUR-POINT 


With respect to unemployment 
compensation, I have concluded that 
the most practical — is the 
levy of a uniform federal pay roll 
tax, 90 per cent of which ld be 
allowed as an offset to employers 
contributing under a compulsory 
state unemployment compensation 
act. The purpose of this is to afford 
a requirement of a reasonably uni- 
form character for all states co-oper- 
ating with the federal government 
and to promote and encourage the 
passage of unemployment compensa- 
tion laws in the states. 

The 10 per cent not thus offset 
should be used to cover the costs of 
federal and state administration of 
this broad system. us, states will 
largely administer unemployment 
compensation, assisted and guided by 
the federal government. 

EMPLOYMENT 
PLANNING. 

An unemployment compensation 
system should be constructed in such 
a way as to afford every practicable 
aid and incentive toward the larger 

urpose of employment stabilization. 
is can be helped by the intelligent 
planning of both public and private 
employment. It also can be hel 
by correlating the system with public 
employment so that a person who has 
exhausted his benefits may be eligi- 
ble for some form of public work as 
is recommended in this report. 

Moreover, in order to encourage 
the stabilization of private employ- 
ment federal legislation should not 
foreclose the states from establishin 
means for inducing industries to af- 
ford an even greater stabilization of 
employment. 

In the important field of security 
for our old people, it seems necessary 
to adopt three principles—first, non- 
contributory old-age pensions for 
those who are now too old to build 
up their own insurance; it is, of 
course, clear that for perhaps 30 
years to come funds will have to be 
provided by the states and the federal 
government to meet these pensions. 

Second, compulsory contributory 
annuities which in time will estab- 
lish a self-supporting system for those 
now young and for future genera- 
tions. Third, voluntary contributory 
annuities by which individual initia- 
tive can increase the annual amounts 
receved in old age. 

It is proposed that the federal gov- 
ernment assume one-half of the cost 
of the old-age pension plan, which 
ought ultimately to be supplanted by 
self-supporting annuity plans. 

$100,000,000 
FUND NEEDED. 

The amount necessary at this time 
for the initiation of unemployment 
compensation, old age security, chil- 
dren's aid and the promotion of pub- 
lic health, as outlined in the report 
of the committee on economic se- 
curity, is approximately one hundred 
million dollars. 

The establishment of sound meaus 
toward a greater future economic se- 
curity of the American people is dic- 
tated by a prudent consideration of 
the hazards involved in our national 
lite. Ne one can guarantee this coun- 
try against the dangers of future de- 
pressions but we can reduce these 
dangers. 

We can eliminate many of the fac- 
tors that cause economic depressions 
and we can provide the means ol 
mitigating their results. This plan 
fer economic security is at once a 
measure of prevention and a method 
of alleviation. 

We pay now for the dreadful con- 
sequence ef economic insecurity—and 
delay. This plan 
equitable and. infinitely less expen- 
sive means of meeting these costs. 

We cannot afford to neglect the 
plain duty before us. I strongly 
recommend action to attain the ob- 
jectives sought in this report.

Half of the tax of the employer 
would be deducted from the pay of the 
employe thus insured. : 

The worker becomes eligible for the 
pension when he reaches 65 if taxes 
have been paid for at least 200 weeks 
in the five-year period and he ig no 
longer working. 

Two Scales for Pension Amount. 

The amount of the pension received 
was divided inte two scales to take 
care of those under pension plans be- 
fore 1942 and those who come under 
them after that date. 

For those in the first class, the pen- 
sion would range upward from 15 
yer eent of his average monthly Wage. 
if tax had been paid for him for 200 
weeks. he would get the minimum. 
One per cent would be added for the 
next 40 weeks of tax, to apply for the 
next 200. Similarly, the. pension 
would inerease according to the length 
of time tdx was paid. *

Chiang Will Lead 
Army Against Reds 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 17.—A war to 


the finish against red hordes, esti- 
mated to number 200,000, pillaging 


south and central China, was pledged 
by Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek to- 
day as he left in an airplane for the 


new theater of operations. 

Meanwhile, reports from the in- 
terior said the exodus of missionaries 
from Hunan, Kweichow and Szechuan 
provinees, all in the path of the west- 
warding communists, continued, while 
native residents were moving fran- 
tically from place to place in an ef- 
fort to escape the invaders. 

Chiang appeared unexpectedly in 
Shanghai yesterday, conferred with 
Chinese political and  fifancial lead- 
ers and hurried away today to Nan- 
king and Nanchang preparatory to 
proceeding into western China to di- 
rect the government s newest drive 
against its enemies, 

The Nanking national government 
was ready to throw as many troops 
as may be needed into Hunan, 
Kweichow, Szechuan and Hupeh prov- 
inces to wipe out the red hosts.

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Publishers Conference Told 


Pine Pulp Newsprint To 
Be Ready in 1936. 


ROCHESTER, N. T., Jan. 17.— 
(>)—Prospects of a perpetual Ameri- 
can source of newsprint, produced 
more cheaply than that now made in 
Canada. was considered by the New 
York States Publishers Association at 
their annual convention today. 

Results of eight years of experi- 
mentation with southern pine as a 
source of paper for newspaper use, 
conducted under the sponsorship of 
th: Southern Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association, were presented by James 
G. Stahlman, publisher of the Nash- 
ville (Tenn.) Banner. 

In eight tests, comparing the new 
paper with that used by more than 
five newspapers, it was found that the 
southern newsprint withstood every 
examination to which it was put, 
Stahlman reported. It was tested for 
weight, thickness, stiffness. bursting 
strength, tearing strength, tensil⸗ 
strength and porosity. 

At the present time, Stahlman said, 
United States publishers buy more 
than 70 per cent of their newsprint 
from Canada. 

He said that southern publishers 
would be ready to start intensive pro- 
duction of the newsprint by January 
, 1936. 

Private capital has been interested 
in the project which will develop into 
the most important industry in the 
south next to the textile industry, he 
said he believed.

Morris L. Ernst, New York city at- 
torner. and Robert M. Buck, of the 
Washington Newspaper Guild, ap- 
peared for the guild. 

Opening tor the guild, Eddy said 
he was “glad to receive the assur- 
ance jt still is the objective of the 
NRA to increase purchasing power 
and raisé the standards of labor.” He 
referred to remarks of Dr. Gustav 
Peck. one of the presiding officers. 

Eddy said the publishers schedule 
for labor was “entirely inadequate” 
and that “we feel a free press can- 
not subsist on ‘sweated’ workers.”

UNIT BANKERS OPPOSE 
BRANCH EXTENSIONS 


Resolutions eondemning. any exten- 
sion in branch or chain banking fn 
Georgia were adopted by the Unit 
Bankers of Georgia, representing 208 
banks, at an executive session Thurs- 
day in the Henry Grady hotel. 

The unit bankers met for the spe- 
cific purpose of combating a bill now 
pending before the legislature, which 
would permit several of the larger 
banks in the state to convert their af- 
filiate banks into branches. : 

The resolutions placed the unit 
bankers on record as opposing any 
change in the present law prohibiting 
branch bank extensions atid pledging 
the association. to fight the pending 
bill to the utmost. 3 4 

John M. Graham, president of the 


head of the Unit Bankers; W. S. El- 
liott, president of the Bank of Can- 
ton, and State Representative James 
S. Peters, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on banks and banking, and 


president of the Bank of Manchester,

the session. 

While the conference was limited to 
members of the Unit Bankers, Mr. 
Graham issued a statement after the 
meeting in which he declared the 
unit bankers oppose the pending 
measure because they believe it is in 
conflict with the best interests of 
Georgia bankers in general. 

“Two large Geor:.ia banks are at- 
tempting to bring about modification 
of the present law governing branch 
banking so as to absorb their present 
affiliate banks and convert them into 
branch banks,” Mr. Graham said. 
“While we dislike to oppose the wishes 
-Of our banker friends who have their 
affiliate banks, we cannot conscien- 
tiously do so when convinced that the 


legislation they seek would be detri- 


mental to our banks and our communi- 
ties.“ 

Supporters of the bill introduced at 
this session of the legislature point 
out that while it would permit the 
conversion of affiliates into branch 
banks, it does not extend the control 
of the parent banks. Furthermore, it 
places parent banks in a more * 
sible position in respect to the affili- 
ated banks, the public and the state 
and national banking authorities.

State Would Take 10 Per 
Cent of Funds in Eden- 
field Proposal. 

By Ralph McGill, 

The sport of kings has better than 
an even chance to return to Georgia’s 
long-idle tracks. 

A bill will be introduced in the 
state legislature today by Senator 
Homer Edenfield, of Kingsland, which 
will call for the mgalization of horse 
racing under the pari-mutuel system 
of wagering. b 

The bill will provide that the state 
take 10 per cent of all funds bet at 
the track with which to operate the 
commission, the balance to be turned 
into the general treasury. 

The bill has better than a fair 
chance of passing as it provides rev- 
enue and would install a system of 


betting and horse racing which has 
for years been successful in Kentucky 
and which, in the past two years, has 
been successfully operated in Florida. 
— California and many other 
states. 


FAVORS RACING. 


While Governor Eugene Talmadge 
has not committed himself on any 
phase of the bill, it is thought that 
he would not oppose its passage or 
exercise the veto powers should it be 
passed. He is an ardent supporter o 
horse shows and trotting races and 
legal racing, under the _ pari-mutuel 
system, has lost most of the objec- 
tionable features which followed races 
at the old tracks. 


Pari-mutuel betting meets with 
some disfavor because of the fact that 
it cuts into the money wagered, the 
state and the track taking up about 
14 per cent of the money bet, includ- 
ing the “breakage,” which is the odd 
change, the pay-off being always at 
even numbers, 

Despité this objection it remains 
the favorite method, eliminating the 
evils of the hand-book system. 


Pari-mutuel betting and legalized 
horse racing is now permitted in more 
than half the states of the Union. 
It has been installed without any trou- 
ble and without any evil effects. 

HELPS STATES. 


It has been a steady producer of 
revenue at most tracks. A majority of 
Atlantans would welcome running 
races at local tracks. 

Other legislation, said to be advo- 
cated by the blue law people, is being 
considered. It would seek to abolish 
the Sunday movies, which keep open 
a ward at the crippled children’s hos- 
pital, and Sunday baseball. Without 
the movies many crippled children 
would be left untreated, cripples for 
life. Sunday baseball also was operat- 
ed for and by charitable organizations. 

Sunday movies and Sunday base- 
ball proved to be popular forms of 
amusement for Atlanta people. 

Should the horse race bill pass it 
would lead to the construction of new 
tracks, the employment of hundreds 
of people and provide new revenue for 
the state.

Only a year or so ago, he played 
a United States open champion, who 
shot a 67 over his home course. Yet 
Montagu beat him 2 and 1 with a 65. 

He has played many of the hardest 
courses in California in 63 to 
and yet you probably never heard 
his name. Once, on 9 holes, Leo 
Diegel shot a 33 against him, and 
was 2 down. “You can have him,” 
Leo said to me. 

He is from 10 to 15 yards beyond 
Lawson Little in distance and one 
of the best iron players in golf—but 
he is still nationally unknown. For 
one thing, Montagu swings a 17- 
ounce driver as if it were a feather 
duster. 


——— 


Concerning Montagu. 


I have played several rounds with 
John Montagu in California, and III 
take him as an even bet against any 
golfer you can name—over a cham- 
pionship course. 

In the first place, he is around 30 
years old. He is 5 feet 10 inches in 
height and he weighs 205 pounds. 

His physical power is amazing: A 
strength that is combined with lithe- 
ness and muscle looseness. He is 
built like Jim Londos, and just about 
as strong. 

I played with him at Lakeside, 
Riviera and other hard courses around 
Los Angeles and he handled most of 
the long 5 87 holes, from 430 to 450 
yards, with a drive and a niblick 
over soft fairways. 

He has the grip of doom in his 
hands, whieh are like active steel. 

He has the ability to concentrate 
with a keen, alert mind. 

He would be murder in an amateur 
championship—here or in Great Brit- 
ain—and a distinct threat in any 
open. 

“Why don’t you enter one of these 
championships?” I asked him. 

“I’m not interested in champion- 
ships.’ he sald. “I like golf for other 
things.” 

Montagu comes from the east—he 
has mining interests in Arizona—he 
is one of the most pleasant golfing 
companions you will meet—a square- 
shooter who will at least try to give 
you the best of it. 


Golf With the Head. 


Here is a peculiar angle of Mon- 
tagus game. Built something like 
Bobby Jones and Gene Sarazen, he is 
far more powerful than either. He 
has every physical attribute. On a 
rainy day at Riviera, against a slight 
wind, I saw him drive into a bar- 
ranca at the 12th hole, which appeared 
to be 305 yards from the tee, 

“To me,” he said, “golf is played 
with the head, mind or brain—or 
whatever you care to call it. Of 
course there are fundamentals of 
stance, grip and swing. But I must 
have a clear, clean mental picture of 
what I am doing before I play the 
shot. That mental picture takes 
charge of the muscular reaction. If 
there is no mental picture, the rest, 
of course, Is a mere guess. This means 
almost endless concentration, if you 
are under pressure. And there is no 
thrill in any game unless you are un- 
der pressure.“ 

“You mean the test of form, style 
and fundamentals in general comes 
from pressure?’ I asked. 

In any game,” he said. “Brains, 
courage, nerve, can go only so far. 
They must be backed up by skill on 
the job—or they may mean little.“ 

Which is 100 per cent true. 

“Of course,” he added, “if mechani- 
cal skill isn’t supported by brains and 
courage or nerve, you may get the 
same result. That is why we have so 
few real champions.” 

Which is also true. 

One remarkable feature of Montagu’s 
game is his combination of accuracy 
and power. He is rarely off the line. 
After his tee shot, there is little left 
to do—yet his short pitching, his chip 
shots and his putting are on a par 
with the rest of his game. 

He uses practically the same grip 
that Bobby Jones and Tommy Armour 
use, left-hand power and control. 

“But at the finish,” he says, “I 
hit against that left hand and left 
side.” 

“When will you play in an open or 
an amateur championship?” I asked. 

“Maybe never.” he said. “I don’t 
know. I’m still not interested. I 
have other things in mind.” 

But any golfer in the world, ama- 
teur or pro, who wants to lay his 
own dough on the line, will find Mr. 
Montagu in a receptive mood. And 
that bars nobody.

G. our schools, colleges and clubs. 


BOX OFFICE UPSWING. 


“Along with one of the most thrill- 
ing years we have ever had in sports 
in this country, 1934 witnessed a dis- 
tinct upswing at the box office. There 
is every reason to expect that 1935, 
already away to a brisk start, will wit- 
ness greater prosperity than in any 
year since 1930. At the same time the 
fan is likely to get more for his money 
—chiefly because he is more discrimi- 
nating. 

“Up to four or five years ago the 
trend in American sport was distinctly 
toward the amateur side of the pic- 
ture. More money, meaning bigger 
gate receipts and greater glorification 
of our foremost athletes tended to 
exaggerate the so-called simon-pure 
side of athletics. The truth is there 
was more semi-professionalism than 
purification. Reformers started what 
the great deflation finished. There re- 
mains a good deal of hypocrisy, espe- 
cially in college football, but it seems 
to be definitely on the way out. There 
is a wholesomeness in our amateur 
sports today that promises to benefit 
all concerned. 

PRO COMEBACK. 

“Meanwhile professional athletics 
have staged a conspicuous comeback. 
There seem to be some who view this 
year with alarm. They may be misin- 
formed, prejudiced or simply possessed 
with the reactionary idea that it can’t 
be good, clean sport if the gate re- 
ceipts are so mueh in mind. It is true 
that some professional sports have had 
to ‘clean house’ to recapture popular 
interest, 

Less hampered by tradition and 
influenced by necessity, they have set 
the pace in competitive showmanship. 
Even boxing, the hardest hit of all 
professional sports, is showing signs 
of a recovery already marked through- 
out the country in baseball, football 
and horse racing—the threé biggest | 
money sports—as well as in golf and 
the development of pro tennis. 

“All this may be significant in view-

It was on Kades’ recommendation 
that refunded bonds of the city were 
accepted on the police station work, 
but additional rules promulgated by 
authorities preclude a repetition of 
this for construction of an andito- 
rium, it was indicated in the letter 
to Gilliam. 

There appeared little likelihood 
that Atlantans at the present time 
will issue bonds to provide for an 
auditorium and it was regarded as 
unlikely that Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge will approve any measure en- 
abling cities and other governmental 
subdivisions in Georgia to contract 
additional debts. | 

Commenting on the attitude of 
Washington officials, Gilliam Thurs- 
day said: 

„We were told repeatedly that 
Santa Claus, in so far as Washington 
is concern is gone. Every dime 
which is ad Bi , in the future must 
be repaid. It means that Atlantans 
and Georgians will have to pay for 
any additional improvements and will 
have to post securities which can not 
be questioned.”
